Thanks to you, data about my scale has fallen Into place. 

The scale at the Brick Store Museum was not a Howard and Davis scale 
but is marked '’Dearborn's Gold Balance" and "Boston, Maas." much to 
their surprise. The weights and counterpoise were marked "Howard and 
Davis, Boston", and that is what kept the upper parts from being care¬ 
fully examined. It has wood uprights or columns and a wooden base. 

Mina has a marble base and brass uprights. I have determined that my 
scale is complete and I am having it cleaned and assembled. 

I secured the 1962 pamphlet of the National Association of 
Watch and Clock Collectors on E. Howard and it dates the name "S. 

Howard & Co." as about 1860-61. 

Thus, I do not need anything from you for the present, but 
I certainly would like to see your collection when I am in the Phila¬ 
delphia area next time.

Gentlemen: 


With respect to your inquiry concerning the use 
of black light to detect an altered coin, we can help 
you to some extent. 

Black light is nothing more than ultraviolet 
light. Ultraviolet light will not expose an alteration 
unless some fluorescent materiel is in the solder or 
unless there is a visible gap In joinder of parts. 

X-ray penetrates and if there is a joinder of 
two pieces there willbe a black area where the joint 
occurs as the consistency of the metal should be uniform 
in a genuine piece and will have cleavage In an altered 
piece• 


The foregoing does not necessarily protect you 
against an alteration which is done by chasing, namely, 
moving the metal from one position to another by force 
but this procedure in alteration is so rare it is not a 
menace.

Wipe the water on with 
fingers.
